I am writing you in the form of a request, a request of intervention on my behalf with 
regard to something that occurred in my life over twenty-seven years ago, something I 
continue to pay for to this day. I will outline what occurred and what I am asking on my 
behalf, hoping that you will intercede on my behalf and assist in seeking a solution to 
something nearly three decades old. 



In 1978, 1 was convicted of a drug related felony i# San Francisco, a time in my life 
plagued with divorce, financial problems and substance abuse. TassffiSe to&T 
responsibility for the ridiculous and irresponsible behaviors that were exhibited at that 
time in my life, a life that has evolved so much since that time. After serving three years 
in Leavenworth for the felony conviction (a first time offender as well), I once again 
reintegrated into society. Since that time, and after refusing to become another recidivism 
statistic, I have worked deliberately and intentionally to become a model citizen within 
the community. I chose to rebuild my life and fashion it, as it should have been, through 
education, hard work and intentional interaction within the community I resided in (until 
my relocation to Phoenix), the Capitol Hill section of Denver.

Over the course of the last three decades, I have managed large retail outlets, worked in 
the capacity of a human resource representative for a healthcare organization, managed 
two different banks, conducted justice related research, worked in close proximity with 
the juvenile probation department, supervised a wing at a juvenile psychiatric treatment 
center and was an investment manager for a property management corporation. Although 
my portfolio is very diversified, I have, by design chosen this path as 1 have enjoyed 
working within a challenging environment, while at the same time engaging more and 
more within the community I served in Denver. I have sat on the boards of the Colfax 
Business Improvement District in the capacity of Secretary/Treasurer and Colfax on the 
Hill in the capacity of VP of Development and fundraising and other boards that have 
interested me within my community.

This is in further response to your letter of September 23, 2005 to the President 
concerning his constituent, Charles M. Byers. Mr. Byers has previously applied for a pardon but 
that request was denied in March 2002. He wrote to the President in July 2005 about reapplying, 
and that letter was referred to my office for a response. Because Mr. Byers is eligible to reapply 
for a pardon, I sent him the currently-used application form on August 11, 2005. In a subsequent 
letter to the President, Mr. Byers acknowledged receiving this material, and indicated he would 
submit the form. 

As of today, we have not received the application form, and there is nothing this office can 
do until we receive it. Mr. Byers may be assured that when we receive a new request for a 
pardon we wUl consider it expeditiously. In preparing the Departments recommendation to the 
White House in pardon cases, my office always takes into account what the applicant has done 
since his or her conviction. In Mr. Byers case, we will certainly consider the material he has 
submitted concerning his efforts and qualifications to combat terrorists and their actions. 

I hope the above has been of assistance, and thank you for your interest in Mr. Byers.
